VALLEY CITY, N. D., Jan.

Roosevelt, of New York, was in- 
dorsed as the democratic presi- 
dential candidate by the resolutions 
committee at the party’s North 
Dakota convention today. 

Delegates cheered as the report 
was presented prior to convention 
action on it scon. Committee mem- 
bers said no other name was men- 
tioned at their sessions. 

Leaders said approval was as- 
sured in view of Roosevelt’s in- 
dorsement at most county conven- 
tions. Permission of the indorsee 
will be requested so his name may 
be entered in the state primary 


election March 15.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14—(#)—The 
democratic party “can never tolerate 


abuse heaped against the person of |- 


the president of the United States,” 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, him- 
self a fiSten@al presidential’ candidate, 
declared tonight. 

“I deplore the tendency to blame 
all our present troubles on the presi- 
dent,” he told several thousand demo- 
cratic leaders at the party's New York 
“victory dinner’ in the grand ball- 
room of the Hotel Astor. 

“He (the president) is perhaps the 
victim of a theory which holds that 
the control of the republican party 
reins entitles the holders to use that 
historic party for the purpose of per- 
sonal gain. 

“He and his associates perhaps have 
shown incapacity te contribute leader- 
ship in the solving of a national crisis. 

“The battle of democracy is point- 
ed not at the rank and file of the re- 
publican party, but at those who to- 
day direct its policies. But the bat- 
tle of democracy can never tolerate

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—/)— 
Assertions that Secretary Mellon, in 
his private capacity as a capitalist, 
intervened last June in negotiations 
to extend a loan to Colombia were 
heard and at once denied today he- 
fore committees of congress. 

A charge that the treasury secre- 
tary was active in obtaining a Co- 
Jembian oil concession during the 
loan discussions was made by Repre- 
sentative Patman, a Texas democrat, 
before the house committee hearing 
his plea that Mr. Mellon ought to be 
impeached. The accusation was based 
largely on newspaper dispatches and 
a letter from an unnamed citizen of 


| Colombia. 


State department officials, appear- 
ing concurrently before a senate com- 
mittee investigating foreign loans, 
denied there was any connection be- 
tween the Colombian credit and any 
oil discussions which may have taken 
place. Tomorrow Mr. Mellon’s own 
representatives will reply to Patman 
before the house committee. 

The story of the state department’s 
activities with reference to the loan 
and the concession was related to the 
senators by Francis White, an as- 
sistant secretary of state, and Free- 
man Matthews, assistant chief of the

White flatly refused to give the 
committee for publication corre 
spondence between the department 
and the Colombian legation regarding 
the oil concession. He continued to/ 
refuse, after Senator Johnson, repub- 
lican, California, had drawn from 
him a statement that he had read 
one of the communications to a New 
York banker. : 

From Matthews, Johnson- obtained 
testimony that the $4,000,000 Colom- 
bian loan was held up by American 
bankers for seyeral weeks and finally 
granted after the state department 
had interceded.

Two Atlanta polieemen were locked 
in the Valdosta jail Thursday night 
charged with the murder of Miss 
Winona Patterson, pretty college 


girl, in an auto crash near Adel Sun- 
day night in which the girl received 
injuries which brought death Thurs- 
day morning. : 

Shortly after Miss Patterson died 
in a Valdosta hospital, Chief James 
lL. Beavers heard reports of Detec- 
tive Lieutenant T. O. Sturdivant, 
who had been commissioned to investi- 
gate the crash, and suspemded A. 
Douglas Poole and H. D. Gaines, the 
two policemen charged with murder. 

Sturdivant furnished Chief Beavers 
with affidavits of several persons

who saw Poole and Gaines either 
shortly before or just after the acci-| 
dent which injured five young men | 
end women of south Georgia. The 
detective said that Poole, who was | 
driving one of the cars, was proceed- 
inging on the wrong side of the road 
and that he and Gaines were under | 
the influence of liquor. 

Second Victim Near Death. | 

Reports from Valdosta Thursday 
night said that Joe Pafford, seriously 
injured in the crash, was sinking and 
that doctors doubted he would live. 
Others injured in the crash, including 
E. D. Rivers Jr.,, son of the mayor 
of Lakeland, Ga., and former senator, | 
were recovering. George Stewart and | 
Miss Elizabeth Cannon, both members | 
of prominent families, were the other | 
victims of the accident. 

Poole was in a Valdosta hospital 
when Miss Patterson died and a guard 
over him was immediately doubled at 
the request of Mr. Rivers. Later. in 
the day he was removed to the county 
jail after doctors had said that his 
physical condition would warrant the 
move. He received two broken ribs 
and-cuts. and bruises in the crash.

CASUAL OR ATOPIC ASTHMA. 

Not all that wheezes is asthma. 
Anybody with acute bronchitis may 
for a brief period do a creditable job 
ef solo wheezing. Then, too, a, good 
many victims of c¢nronic bronchitis 
eventully develop a regular chronic 
wheeze, or a chestful of whistles of 
assorted pitch. Mature or elderly 
subjects of emphysema (heaves) be- 
have as though their chests or lungs 
were constantly overinflated, and that 
is precisely what ails them; such per- 
sons strive to deflate but are always 
a bit behind with it and hence al- 

s “out of breath.’’ though in fact, 
as I say, they're fairly bursting with 
too much breath. The pathological 
state in emphysema is ectrophy or 
loss of elasticity in the lungs, so that 
the air cells become permanently bal- 
looned. | 

In old times doctors regarded any 
marked difficulty of breathing as 
asthma. Later they learned that in 
some cases the cause of the difficulty 
or shortness of breath or short wind- 
edness was heart disease, and they 
called the difficulty in uch cases 
“cardiac asthma.” “Cardiac” is mere- 
ly a bombastic medical term meaning 
or pertaining to the heart. If you tell 
the regular or reputable. charlatan 
you have heart trouble he will ex- 
amine you carefully, take about 875 
away from you, and inform you there 
is some cardiac insufficiency. Thus 
enlightened you run away and take 
your digitalis, satisfied you've done 
something about it. 

There is still a type of difficulty 
in breathing, due to advanced Bright's 
disease (nephritis) which was for- 
merly called “renal asthma,” but this 
is comparatively rare. 


The true bronchial or spasmodic 


'asthma occurs in persons of any age. 


in periodie attacks lasting from hours 
to days, with intervals of complete 
or comparative relief. In typical cases 
the most searching examination of 
the patient in an interval fails to 
elicit any indication of the trouble. In 
this respect true spasmodic asthma 


| resembles epilepsy. By no method of 


examination available today can a doc- 
tor diagnose epilepsy in an individual 


whom he examines in the interval mo 
1" 


tween seizures, though casual sigr 
may arouse the doctor's suspicion.

Of the World War

WALTER R. LAWSON, captain, 
observer, 91st aero squadron, air serv- 
ice, American Expeditionary Force, 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross for extraordinary heroism in

GOVERNOR PARDONED 
CONFESSED RAPIST, CHARGE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(UP) 
Governor Lawrence Judd was accused 
of “lending encouragement” to law- 
lessness in Hawaii by paroling two 
men convicted of an attack on a Chi- 
nese girl, in a report by a house 
naval affairs sub-committee.

Hawaii Can Handle Affairs, 


- Former Governor Declares

HONOLULU, Jan. 14.—This city 
is neither riot-ridden nor race mad. 
Hawaii condones neither the rape of 
women nor the lynching and murder 
of persons in the custody of the 
courts. 

The people of Hawaii are jealous 
of their reputation for handling their 
own affairs in a manner that does not 
suffer when compared with any other 
section of our common country. You 
will find no better prepared, no more 
courageous, no more home-loving com- 
munity, and no judicial officer more 
sehooled in law than the judge who 
resided over the trial of the fite de- 
londeatn charged by a grand jury with 
criminally assaulting Mrs. Thomas H. 
Massie. :

This attitude on the part of any 
local citizen apparently embitters 
navy people who are resentful that 
the direct testimony of Mrs. Maseie is 
not taken as final by everyone. Ap- 
parently poor judgment was u 
the police in selecting the men sent 
out on the case on the first report 
of the assault, and wretched judgment 
in handling persons apprehended. They 
were willing enough, but apparently 
lacked experience. . 

4 Years of Agitation. 

The police administration has been 
in agitation in Honolulu for, nearly 
four years. The legislature of 1929

The judge was neither indifferent 
nor neglectful.

The citizens, through the Chamber * 
of Commerce, have been spending 
time and effort without limit to get 
the culprits and put them away. But 
the kidnaping and killing in which 
Mrs. Fortescue and Lieutenant Massie 
are involved is regarded as an out- 
rageous insult and a defiance of every 
law of the territory and country. 

Admiral Pratt's statement added 
fuel to the fjames and caused an out- 
burst from press, pulpit and legal pro- 
fession. The le are resentful and 
alarmed that a conspicuous officer of 
the nation should openly sanction con- 
tempt for the courts and condoge the 
killing of oné whom the laws of the 
land hold innocent till proved guilty. 

Honolulu had an experience in the — 
famous Fukunaga case of an excited 
demand for the life of. one who was 
proved to be innocenf, If the mystery 
had not been solved, an innocent man 
probably would have been convicted 
and hanged on the testimony of a 
handwriting expert. A frequent ref- 
erence to that case in local conver- 
sation assists one in sizing up what 
appears@to the navy as a lack of 
forcefulness of the local publie to- 
ward Kahahawai and others. 


Fiays Admiral ; 

Generally speaking, the declaration 
of Admiral Pratt is accepted as in- 
ferring that Mrs. Fortescue and Liew- 
tenant Massie did a geod job. For- 
mer Chief Justice Robertson has, in 
a public statement, declardd that the 
latest issue is whether ouf ‘nation is 
for lynch law or against it, putting 
Admiral Pratt on the side of law- 
lessness. The influence of Admiral 
Pratt's statement on navy personnel 
is obvious. and must make the i- 
tion of Admiral Stirling increasingly 
difficult because someone has to keep 
his balance in a time of public ex- 
citement. 

The citizens of Hawaii have never 
resorted to lynch law and deeply re- 
sent and are outspoken in condemnay 
tion of condoning of such methods in 
any American territory. Thus the 
running down of Mrs. Massie’s assail- 
ants is grievously complicated by 
counter-excitement that stirs the 
dee feeling.

“To Mr. Raskob,” said Governor 
Roosevelt, “we owe a debt of grati- 
tude for making this work possible.” 

In approaching his remarks on 
party copduct, the governor said: 

“Campaigns in t United States 
at times have been won by an appeal 
to prejudice, by an appeal to igno- 
rance, by the picturing of principles 
in false colors, by the presentation of 
candidates in borrowed 
clothes. Prejudice cannot be kept 
alive if the facts are known; secrets 
cannot be hidden if they are shouted 
from the hilltops. ‘Ye shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make ye 
free.’ 

“Hand in hand with the campaign 
to spread knowledge and thereby in 
the long run eliminate prejudice, We 
have a further task as a party—-so to 
conduct ourselves that we shall never 
be made the object of the accusation 
that we have. dealt our opponents a 
blow below the belt. I refer espe- 
cially- and specificially to many men 
and women in the United States, mem- 
bers of both great parties . .. who 
bave forgotten their sense of fair play 
and at the same time the fact that 
their victim of the moment is the 
president of the United States.” 

State Tax Rights. 

Reviewing tax situations, the gov- 
erhor said: 

“The time has come for the 48 
sovereignties which have created the 
federal machinery of government to 
say to Washington: ‘Let us follow the 
original principle established in the 
constitution in‘1787. That the states 
give to the federal government certain 
specified powers and reserve to them- 
selves all other powers. 

“*We... must say to each other 
and to the federal government, ... 
let us establish for times of peace a 
definite apportionment of the whole 
field of taxation. 

“*To the federal government. we 
will give adequate sources of taxation 
to meet the administrative needs of 
the federal government as a govern- 
ment of definite delegated powers.

BRITISH SEE NO HOPE 
FOR PERMANENT SETTLEMENT 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—(UP)—The 
British government was understood 
tonight to be preparing for the Lau- 
sanne reparations conference on the 
theory that the aloofness of the Unjted 
States makes it impossible to arrange 
a permanent settlement of the debts 
problem at present. 

It will be necessary to confine the 
Lausanne conference to reparations, 
excluding the question of war debts 
owed the United States, the govern- 
ment believes. 

Only a brief moratoriwm-: can be ar- 
ranged, thus keeping the question of 
a permanent settlement in the fore- 
ground of world problems in the hope 
that a permanent solution of the en- 
tire debts «question can be arranged 
in the near future. Such action would 
be somewhat in line with suggestions 
in Berlin that a six-month extension 
of the present moratorium is contem- 
plated. 

Hope was expressed that the Lau- 
sanne’ conference will be concluded in 
10 days. 


DIVERGENT BALANCE SHEETS 
WILL APPEAR AT PARLEY 

BY MELVIN K. WHITELEATHER.

PARIS, Jan. 14.—European par- 
ticipants in the World War are draw- 
ing up widely divergent reparations 
balance sheets with which go confront 
Germany when she faces the former 
allies onte again at Lausanne on Jan- 
vary 25. 

Confused from the beginning, the 
“reparations muddle” as it often is 
called, is anybody's guess and each 
country is preparing its own figures. 

Since the armistice Germany has 
paid $4,829,000,000, if the figures of 
the reparations commission are ac- 
cepted, but Germany maintains that 
she has paid something like $9,119.- 
000,000 


The truth is that no official state- 
ment exists. The figures of the rep- 
arations commission, which died with 
the birth of the Young plan, never 
were official, but they were accepted 
by the allies as the most accurate 
available. 

On its side, the German govern- 
ment is busy preparing totals. The 
indications are that these will be 
ee higher than $9,000,000.- 


The other two powers which are 
most interested—FErance and Belgium 
—contend they’ have not been paid 
enough to cover the actual damage to 
property bys the German armies. | 

Belgium says she is still $100.000.- 
(00 short, and her 1931 budget shows 
$670,000,000 expended for rehabilita- 
tion of damaged areas as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1931, while only $570,000,000 
were received from Germany as of 
June, 1931. This does not include 
any expenditure except for actual re- 
pairs to damaged property, the budget 
report says. “ 

France says it is even worse off. 

Germany still owes the French $2,- 
859,000,000 for reconstruction, the 
1932 budget shows.” As of April 1, 
1931, France paid out in repairing 
war damages $3.915.000.000, and 
there remained $200,000,000 to pay. 

This totals for all reconstruction 
expenses $4.115,000,000. but on April 
1, 1931, only $1,256,000,000 in Ger- 
man cash and kind-had been register- 
ed in the treasury. 

Great Britain’s policy since the 
war has been to ask in reparations 
and other debts only as much as she 

aid to the United States in reim- 
ursement of war-time loans. 

No invading armies destroyed her 
‘property and England's interest in 
the reparations has been confined to

The college was established by an 
act of the legislature in 1889 and was 
the first state-supported college wg? 
doors were opened for the reception 
of students in 1890. The first appro- 
priation made by the legislature was 
for $35,000 and was used to erect 
the main college building, which was 
destroyed by fire on December 8, 
1924. : 

The present inventory shows that 
the institution has buildings, grounds 
and or, ggg totalling $1,775,801.61 
in value, while the appropriations 
made by the legislature for the con- 
struction of buildings have n less 
than $400,000. Its enrollment makes 
it the eighth largest institution for 
the training of women in the United 
States. This institution has made a 
most remarkable record of economy. 
Practically all buildings at the college 
were built by the committee, which 
has served without cost to the state, 
buying all materials under competi- 
tive bids, saving the profits usually 
made by contractors, 


The management has practiced 
rigid economy all these years and has 
used every dollar available to s apo 
ment the direct appropriations of the 
legislature. It is conservatively esti- 
mated that the buildings built by di- 
rect state appropriations would care 
for approximately only 500 boarding 
students. There are at present 1,1 
boarding students in the institution, 
making it the largest non-resident, 
boarding student body of any institu- 
tion in Georgia, and it will be seen 
that by fine business management 
provision has been made for housing 
640 more girls than the state has 
— for.

have their pay restored. 

There is no existing union among 
the officials, and consequently they 
cannot strike on the matter. They can 
only sit by and see what the coaches 
can do in their behalf. 

GOOD OLD DAYS? 

One leading coach has pointed out 
to the press that 10 or 12 years ago, 
football games were officiated by port- 
ly gentlemen who waddled along 10 
yards behind the play, got in the way 
of runners and rarely read a rule 
book. =

gestures—mainly because they were 
not in good physical condition to go 
60 arduous minutes.

He outlines a plan for yubmission 
by popular referendum to the people 
of the various states of a state plan 
for manufactur, sale and possession 
and transportation of intoxicating 
liquors. Subsequently, he says, the 
voters of the various states would 
asked, through state conventions, to 
pass upon a proposed new amendment 
to the constitution which in effect 
would provide that nothing in the 
eighteenth amendment would iets to 
those states which have liquor control 
laws of their own. - 

“The right thing for congress to 
do,” he says, “is to hand this question 
to the American people themselves for.
